Non- 
caustic and non-toxic disinfectant 
being then practi¢ally unknown, 
Lister used carbolie acid, but un- 
fortunately any strength of it that 
will kill germs and prevent suppure- 
tion in wounds causes injury to 
living tissues.

Most of his poems 
be described as a contin 
aa anti-climax, and, in order to 
achieve this' peculiar illusion of 
ironic depression, he goes to con- 
siderable trouble in his choice o 
vocabulary. He collects al the 
hackney phrases and dead/she 
metaphors which are used by 
political writers and - novelists, 
achieving his effect by ingenious |t 
collocation. As an example, here is 
a stanza from “ Sestina,” with the 
satiric title, “ For Our Time ”:—

Like the ballade and virelai, the 
sestina is one of those highly poetic 
forms which have been spoiled by 
triflers, but Mr. Bottrall’s rather 
crude parody can appeal ‘cay to 
those who are acquainted with 
these old subtle forms. The use of 
commonplace jargon is dangerous, 
for it can become a parody of itself.
